The anticyclonic nnd cy- 
clonic areas are bardly to lie consider- 
ed .is centers of motion except in the 
very lowest strata, since currents of 
air blow directly over them from west 
to cast, even in the cumulus region of 
the Rocky mountain districts. The or- 
dinary circulation theory does not hold 
good. In each stratum from tie sur- 
face to the cirrus level about as much 
air raores north as south, for there are 


normous counter currents passing by 


each other at the same level and not 
over one another at different eleva- 
tions. 
This puts a new aspect upon 


the' entire problem of the general cir- 
culation.—Nature.

.Germany to Eoraliate. 


Washington. May 21.—Under cover 


of an annual report on the trade rela- 
tions of Germany. Consul General Jla- 
son, at Berlin, lias published some ex- 
ceedingly important statements rela- 
tive to the present conditions govern- 
ing trade between Germany and the 
United States. Mr. Mason says that 
Germany has been paralyzed at the 
enormous upward bound of the foreign 
trade of the United States, and as Ger- 
man merchants have come to the con- 
clusion that this prosperity is attrib- 
utable to the United States tariff laws, 
and arguing that a similar policy could 
not fail to benefit Germany, they pro- 
pose a revision of their tariff on the 
lines of a general and .heavy increase 
of duties, especially upon imports from 
the United States.

' " A NOVELTY IN GOLF. 


Game of "Clock" I'laj- a. Popular 


Imiovnli<j«. 


Golfers on the hunt -for something 


new1 will find interesting possibilities 
ia the latest importation from the otht-r 
side. 
The fad is known as "Clock 


Golf." This modification of the royai 
and ancient game was popular all !ast 
summer abroad, and it is now making 
it appearance over here, says the New 
i'ork Commercial Advertiser. 
The 


Lakewood golfers, always quick to j 
ndopt the latest innovation, have taken 
it up as an amusement, and other eliibs 
are preparing to follow itseiainple. 


The layout necessary for the game is 


simple. In fart, it is nothing more nor 
less than a modification of the ordinary 
putting links except that instead of 
putting from the same point each time 
the player makes the "round of the 
clock." To lay out a course select some 
level lawn where the space will, allow 
of a circle at least 20 feet in diameter. 
This makes a very, good size for a small 
green, but if the grounds permit a 
wider circle so much the better. A set 
of big brass clock figures are necessary 
to complete the outUt, and these are 
pressed into the ground at: equal dis 
tanees along the circumference and 
held by wire pins. Thft clock face is 
now complete. 
Within the circle, but 


not iiecessarily in the; middle of it, 
place the putting hole. 


The game is now ready for the play- 


ers, who must begin from the figrure 
1 and put for the hole, continuing 
from each successive tigure in like 
manner until the entire circuit of tbe 
clock has been made. Should the ball 
be driver! from one side across-the op- 
posite edge of. the circle it mnst be 
brought back and played again with a 
penalty of one stroke. Otherwise tbo 
nsual rules applicable to putting match- 
es govern. The game offers considera-

M. B. Snyder in a' recent interview ai 
follows: "Perhaps the most unfortu 
nate impression that eoulu be c-oaveyc-u 
would be that just what ought to be 
seen and described Sad beea seen and 
stated on similar past occasions, \jit- 
questioaably there affe phenomena of 
crucial interest and value to be ob- 
served that, with all the watching, 
have escaped astronomers in the past 
The ability to observe -well is so rare a 
gift that we may expect some genius 
among the thousands of observers to 
catch details that will greatly increase 
our knowledge of the solar mystery. 
It is with no little annoyance, there- 
fore, that one sees the attempt made in 
certain quarters to discourage and dis- 
credit tht' serious plans of amateurs 
for scientifically observing- the features 
of tlie eclipse. 


."A minute or two before totality and 


Klso after totality alternate bright and 
dark bands are seen sweeping- across 
the landscape, and these become es- 
pecially visible wh'en projected on a 
•white background, With all that has 
been said of them they are today sub- 
stantially unexplained. 
Accurate ob- 


ser^rajions are needed of tbrrjr direction 
of motion, their speed and width. The 
direction of the wind, the temperature 
and other conditions should also be 
noted. 
A white cloth spread ou the 


ground, a ftw straight sticks for mark- 
ing the direction ou the cloth and a 
phonograph ihrrt records the vocal 
counting- and estimations of width fur- 
nish perhaps the best means for get- 
ting, valuable observations of the 
evanescent bands. 
No one has yet 


been able to photograph them, and 
here- is- a rare opportunity for the ex- 
jwrt. It Is gratifying to note that Pro- 
fessor R. \V. Wood lias in Science re- 
cently made a special request for their 
observation and indicated an Ingen- 
ious method .for observing them. 


"It can be predicted with probability 


that the corona of the'coming eclipse 
will be of the winged form, found to 
l>e p«"uliar to eclipses happening: at the. 
sun spot minimum. It is of great im- 
portance to see how far out from the 
sun the delicate texture of tho corona 
may he traced. This requires eyes to 
ue carefully shielded from the sun's 
l!j;ht for r.t li.-ast live or tc.n minutes 
prior to totality and also that a suit- 
able shield .should be set up to blot out 
the intenser light of the inner corona, 
near the ui-ooli. It is believed by emi- 
nent scientists that the coro'na streams 
out much farther than has yet beea 
observed and that at times the very 
earth may be involved iu these emana- 
tions. Sketches of what is really soc-a 
by sensitive e-yes will be valuable. It 
should be specially noted that If the 
eye Is allowed to catch the full im- 
pression ot the inner corona first it 
will not be Sensitive "to the outer deli- 
cate rays. 


"By means of a telescope that al- 


lows a power of, say, JOO or mote the 
details of the inner corona may be 
studied as in no other way. ill as- 
tronomers who have observed these- 
details agree that nothing equals the\ 
marvelous complexity and interlacing; 
of the inner corona. It is specially.'! 
important to note the precise features.-; 
of tli is corona near the poles of thai 
sun aud also Immediately over the 
prominences, should any of these be in; 
view. 
The precise color of all, the- 


prominences should be observed, and: 
the location and peculiarities of any 
that are white specially given. 


"As there are three classes of coronal; 


effects, usually designated as inner, 
mid and outer, rapidly decreasing im 
intensity of light, so there must be as< 
many methods of photographic attack. 
Until 'during tho eclipse of ISStS no> 
marked success had been attained: im 
photographing the long outer stream- 
ers, such as Were observed; visually 
by Newcomb-and Langley, for exam- 
ple, 
in 1S78. 
The best cameras for 


this purpose are sniail ones, with very 
largo angular aperture. Tne stellar 
focus should be got by experiment and 
cnly triple' coated n'jnbala-tion. plates 
ased. 
Exposures may vary from a 


hundredth of a second up to 20 seconds 
or even to the full length, of the totali- 
ty.
